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INTRODUCTION. 



Lamobal, Count of Egmont, Prince of Cravere, Báron of 
Fiennes, the hero of this play, was born 1522, and derived 
hifi name and title of Egmont firom an old castle, town, and 
lordship on the north-western side of the peninsula of 
North Holland. His ancestors had been independent 
sovereigns in Friaia, ' but, liké other great houses, had 
paled in the lustre of the powerful Burgundián princes, and 
become fidthíul lieges of the Spanish descendants of that 
illustrious fiunily.' He inherited his second title, Prince of 
Gavere, £rom his mother, Francos of Luxemburg, Princess 
of Gavere. In his earfy youth, he accompanied Charles V. 
in his Algérián expedition, commanding a troop of light 
horse, and gave promise of ííiture eminence. 

After his retum, he was, in his twenty-third year, united 
to Sabina of Bavaria, sister of Frederic, Elector Palatine, in 
the presence of the emperor, of his brother Ferdinánd, 
King of the Bomans, all the Imperial Electors, and the 
principal nobility of Germanj. 

In the foUowing year, 1546, Charles invested him with 
the order of the Golden Fleece, and selected him, in 1 554, 
to be his ambassador to England, where he solicited for 
Philip the hand of Mary, daughter of Henry VIII., whose 
marxiage he witnessed at Winchester Cathedral. 



IV INTRODÜCTION. 

In 1557, the emperor entrusted to him, wbo was esteemed 
by many one of the foremost generals of the age, the im- 
portant post of commander of the horse in the French 
campaign, in which capacity he joined the forces of the 
Duke of Savoy.before St. Quentin, an . important city on 
the Somme, defended by Admiral Coligny. 

The choicest troops of the French, commanded by the 
Constable Montmorency, attended by piinces of the blood, 
attempted to reinforce the city, but were only partially 
succeasfíil. The council of war held in Egmont*s tent on 
the question whether a generál engagement should be 
risked were swayed by £gmont*s eloquent appeal, and 
űnally determined to cut off the constable's retreat. 

Egmont's keen eye had discovered the weak point in the 
enemy's line, viz. a narrow pass between two narrow 
hills, through which the French had to pass on their 
retum, and he had, although it was occupied by the Rhine- 
grave, to whose assistance the Duke of Nevers had been 
hastily despatched by Montmorency, ordered 2,000 of his 
cavaby to occupy the gorge. The daring movement was 
quickly executed before the arrival of Nevers' four com- 
panies. The French army, retreating, approached this *■ &tal 
pass,' whence issued Egmont with his cavahy, chaiging their 
lefl flank; while the Dukes of Brunswick, assisted by Count 
Hoorn, attacked their right, and Mansfeld, Hoogstraten, and 
Laláin burst upon their front. The rout was complete. 
Half the French troops lost their lives, the remainder were 
utterly dispirited and broken up. Of the generals, the Prince 
of Gondé and the Duke of Nevers cut their way through the 
Spanish troops ; the constable, wounded in the groin, was a 
prisoner, as well as the Dukes of Montpensicr, of Longue- 
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ville, the Prince of Mantua, the Ehinegrave ; the Duke of 
Enghien was brought in mortally wounded, and expired 
shorüy after. It is almost pást belief that of Philip^s 
army but fifty lost their lives, while the ílower of the 
French chivalrj was slain ahnost to a man. 

* Such,' continues Mr. Motley, * was the brilliant victory of 
St. Quentin, worthy to be placed in the same list with the 
world-renowned combats of Crecy and Aginconrt; and 
from that day forth the name of the brave Hollander was 
liké the sound of a trumpet to the army. '* Egmont 
and St. Quentin" rang through every mouth to the farthest 
extremity of Philip's realms. The fame and power of the 
constable faded. On the other hand, the exultation of 
Philip was as keen as his cold and stony nature would 
permit. The magnifícent palace-convent of the Escorial, 
dedicated to the saint on whose festival the battle had been 
fought, was soon aílerwards erected, in pious commemora- 
tion of the event.' 

The next achievement, crowning Egmont with glory, 
was the overthrow of the victorious Marshal de Thermes at 
Gravelines. He had forced the battle upon the French 
commander, who was returning írom a successíul raid, 
crowned by the burning of Dunkerk, and had for himself 
selected the post of danger in the íront ránk of his cavalry. 
His horse was shot under him. Mounting another, he 
cheered his men on to another attack. The battle was 
fierce ; a long hand-to-hand fight ; neither party yielding, 
when at last the English squadron appeared in the offing 
and fired upon the French. The morál effect, although 
the vessels were out of rangé, was instantaneous. The 
French ranks broke, never to reform. Horse and foot 
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fi^d in wild confíisíon ; many bundreds were slain, stül 
more driven intő the sea, and drowned, or, worse still, 
feli intő tbe bauds of the armed peasantry, who revenged 
themselves for the injuries infiicted by the once victorious 
army, and annihüated what the ocean and Spanish valour 
had spared. 

Although the result of this battle was so glorions that it 
laid Francé helpleas at Philip's feet, although Egmont be- 
came the idol of the army, praised and extolled in song and 
storj, and was, in the expressive words of Mr. Motlej, 
^hailed throughout the Netherlands as the right hand of 
the fatherland, the saviour of Flanders firom pillage and 
devastation, the protector of the nation, and the pillar of 
the throne/ yet to this battle, and the glory directly and 
indirectlj resulting from it, must be ascribed his eventual 
ruin and fali, for he made one enemy, who was destined to 
be the instmment of his destruction, viz. the Duke of 
Alva, who had stronglj advised against giving battle to De 
Thermes, and who indulged in sarcastic criticisms and re- 
ílectiona upon the results of a possible defeat. The vic- 
torious hero was unable to repress his anger at what he 
justly considered an envious detraction, and treated the 
duke, in the presence of the king, with an arrogance and 
hauteur which the proud Spaniard never foigot or for- 
gave. The vengeance which he vowed for the insult he 
had received was sated on the day when he had seen his 
rival's head laid low. 

Philip sent, upon the request of the French king, the 
Prince of Orange, Alva, Egmont, and the Duke of Aerschot 
to the French coiirt, as hostages for the due execution of 
the treaty of Cateau Cambresis — a treaty of which Mar- 
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shal Monluc wrote, 'that never a more disgraceful oue 
had been ratifíed by a French monarch/ as no less than 
one-third of the wbole monarchj was aigned awaj by the 
king. 

The unfortiinate accident wbicli befell the French 
monarch at the toiirnament, when he feli mortally wounded 
by Montgomery's lance, wrought a more disastrons change 
in the internál policy of that kingdom, and paved the way 
to negotiations between Philip and Henry ni., son of Cathe- 
rine de Medicis, which were carried on directly throngh the 
médium of the Duke of Alva, and had for their immediate 
object the extinction of Protestantism itself. PhiHp felt 
that his presence in the Netherlands would be not only 
superfluous, and that a regency would amply meet all exi- 
gencies, that he determined to leave for Spain, and ap- 
pointed, much to the surprise of all, Margaret of Parma, the 
natural daughter of Charles Y., yrho, in conjunction with 
a State council, consisting of the Bishop of Arras, the 
Prince of Orange, Coimt Egmont, VigUus, and Berlay- 
mont, was to administer the afifairs in the Netherlands. 
Count Hoom, the admiral of the Provinces, was to be the 
resident minister in Spain. The reál power of the council 
was placed in the hands of a consulta, tiiat is to say, of the 
Bishop of Arras, for although both Yiglius and Berlaymont 
förmed part of it yet they were mere instruments in the 
hands of that astute prelate. 

Before leaving, Philip took occasion to harangue per- 
sonally the estates of the various provinces, both at 
Mechlin and Ghent, enlarging on the importance of their 
individual efiforts to aid him in stamping out that most 
damnable heresy, Protestantism; omitting at the same 
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time, wliat was most desired by his northem subjects, to 
mention the withdrawal of the foreign troops. 

Tbe estates bad witbout murmur voted tbe extra- 
ordinary supplies demanded by tbe govemment ; tbey aU,, 
bowever, made tbe mtbdrawal of tbe Spanisb troops * a 
condition antecedent to tbe payment of tbeu: respective 
quotas.* In addition to tbe verbal enimciation of tbe 
wisbes of tbe people, a ' solemn remonstrance ' bad been 
drawn up, and signed by tbe principal nobility , including tbe 
Prince of»Orange, Counts Egmont and Hoom, and otbers, 
laying before bis majesty a recitál of tbe wronga suffered by 
bis dutiíiil subjects on tbe bands of tbe Spanisb soldiery, 
stating particularly tbat tbe inbabitants of Marienburg and 
of many otber large towns bad voluntarily quitted tbeir 
bomes ratber tban remain and endure sucb insolence and 
oppression. 

Altbougb tbe request was most inopportune, and totally 
at variance witb Pbilip's secret intentions, be yet felt tbat 
dissimulatíon was bis best policy, as bis plans were not yet 
matured; and be tberefore replied, ailer an outburst of 
ill-temper, tbat tbe command of tbe foreign troops sbould 
be given to Count Egmont and tbe Prince of Orange, and 
tbat tbey sbould be witbdrawn in tbree or four montbs. 
Nevertbeless, be openly sbowed bis displeasure at tbe 
course pursued by tbe nobility, and, wben leaving tbe 
Netberlands, upbraided tbe Prince of Orange, and forgót 
bimself so far as to sbake bim violently by tbe wrist and to 
use ofTensive and uncourteous language. 

Tbe cboice of tbe Ducbess Margaret was in many re- 
spects a fortunate one. Sbe was, as obseryed above, tbe 
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Batural daughtcr of Charles Y., the &yourite monarcli, by 
a Dutcb lady, and had been brought up in the fiunilj 
of Hoogstraten, whence she passed intő the care of her 
patemal atmt, Margaret of Savoy, and eventually intő 
tlie household of the emperor's sister, Mary, Queen of 
Hungary. She had studied ihe principles of govemment 
in Italy, was versed in the Machiavellian school of 
politicBy habitually industrious, and capable of supporting 
a great deal of &tigiie. Two fíirther recommendations 
she possessed, viz. an unbounded obedience and entire 
subjection to the will of the sovereign, and — the most 
yaluable of all in thé eyes of Philip and the Bishop of 
Arras (who directed Philip's choice)— she was a devont 
and enthnsiastic Catholic, such as Loyola, who had been 
her confessor and goide, would look upon with delight. 

Nor was her personal appearance without that 'grand 
and imperial íascination ' belonging to the members of her 
íamily ; and although she was in her person and tastea 
masculine, it would be diíHcult to point out anyone who so 
fítly represented Philip, or who so implidtly followed the 
dictates of that monarch. On the other hand, it would be 
vain to assert that, firom her spiritual predüections, she 
was at all able to understand the Protestant movement, 
certainly not qualiíied to sympathise with the sufferings 
inílicted by the harsh edicts emanating from the Spanish 
court, and, fínally, utterly incapable of either quelling the 
storm that was surely coming or of managing the oonílict- 
ing interests so as to bring them intő harmony with her 
own requirements. 

The condition of the Netherlands at the outset of her 
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career was sucli as ofiered no small prospect of futiire 
grievous trouble. Commerce Iiad siiíFered considerably, 
consequentlj eveiy thing elae. Devastation and ^amine had 
foUowed in the wake of the ruinous contest with Franoe. 
Taxes were heavy, and there was no deíinite chance of 
their ceasing soon. Worse than all, the great houses, who 
onght to haye been the mainstay and suppórt of the poor 
and needy, by their own extravagance had so far encum- 
béred themselyes as to be utterly helpless and incapable of 
asaisting. 

War, thongh bringing certain reward in the shape of 
ransom for the commander, had alto its train of heayy 
expenditure, and it is very doubtfíil whether Egmont was 
not poorer aíler his miccessM career as a generál than 
before. Of Orange, we know that, althongh he had mar- 
ried the richest heiress in the Netherlands, yet his debts 
amounted to yery nearly a millión florins. In spite of this 
generál fínancial embarrassment, ostentation and display 
Le at tí.eir height, bringing in their train gambüng 
and excesses of all kinds. In short, the state of society 
in the npper classes was such as to giye serious cause for 
apprehension ; for not only did these excesses affect the 
highest in the land, but, liké a canoer, spread min in eyery 
direction. 

IndirecŰy, alsó, this decay fayonred Protestantism. The 
church in the Netherlands was inordinately wealthy, and 
there can be no doubt that many of the ruined nobles 
looked upon the broad acres possessed by the religious 
commiinities, upon the wealth accumulated by centoriea 
of thriíl and economy, as a ready means of once more 
enabling them to continue a career of idleness and de- 
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bauchery.* Hence they not only did not support the magís- 
tracy in their efforts to uphold the edicts of the king against 
the schismatics but they connived with the latter, &TOured 
religious agitation in the hope of bringing about a generál 
riot and revolt, by which they might profit. 

The generál discontent — kept up and fed daily by the 
excesses committed by the foreign soldiery, and, above all, 
by the horrible cruelties perpetrated here as elsewhere in 
that dark age of persecution by the misguided zeal of 
religious fanatics — ^was fanned at last intő Üame by the re- 
enactment of the edict of 1550, ívhich forbade the reading 
of all writings of the Reformers, the holding of conventicles, 
the conversation or dispute of all laymen on the Holy 
Scriptures, all preaching and teaching, oinder the most 
severe penalties : for it provided that the men ofiending 
were to be executed with the sword; the women to be 
bnried alive if they proved repentant, but, if they persisted 
in their errors, then they were to be executed with fire. 

This proclamation, which had been bome patiently 
enough from the hands of the Emperor Charles in the year 
1550, when promulgated afresh, ten years later, by Philip, 
on the instigation of the Bishop of Arras, coupled with 
the buli of Paul lY. on the increase of the epíscopate 
(confírmed by Pius IV. in the next year), created a 
ferment and agitation which led eventuallyto open rebel- 
lion. In the second measure, which was viewed with, if 
possible, greater dislike than the fírst, Philip had not con*

great. The abbey of Afflighem — Motley, 
alone had a revenue of 50,000 
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Bulted the laté Bishop of Arras, since become Archbisliop 
of Mechlin, and better known under the title of Cardinal 
Granvelle; but the people attributed the buU to his in- 
fluence, and although the king, upon a direct appeal írom 
the Cardinal, proclaimed both to the regent and other 
influential persona openly that there was not the least 
foundation for this report yet the people refused to give 
credence to this disclaimer, and the cardinal had to en- 
counter an ódium, on that account, which made him 
exclaim, * Would tó God these (the new bishoprics) had 
never been established ! ' The relations between the nobles 
and the cardinal became more and more difficult. On the 
one hand, he was, intellectually, and by position, as Philip's 
chosen friend and minister, superior to them ; but, on the 
other, they looked down upon him on account of his obscure 
origin, and chafed under the restraint they were obliged 
to put upon their tempera. With Egmont especially the 
cardinal was on a very indiíferent footing — so much so 
that Egmont on one occasion was with difficulty restrained 
írom offering him personal violence ; and the Prince of 
Orange, who alsó had to suffer from the cardinal's super- 
cilious conduct in the council, went so far as to address a 
letter, signed by him and Egmont, to the king, entreating 
him to accept their resignation of the offices they held, or 
place them on an equal footing with the cardinal. 

Philip's mind, however, was so far under the control of 
the wily churchman, who had represented to him that, in 
the matter of the bishoprics and the Inquisition, Philip' a 
policy was continually being thwarted by the nobility, that 
he not only turnéd a deaf ear to all complaints but burst 
out intő violent language to Count Hoom, exclaiming. 
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* What, miserable man I you always complainof this car- 
dinal, and always in vague language ;' and wrote to the 
Cardinal ' that the time for chastisement had come, as those 
rascals (the nobles) could only be made to do right through 
fear/ 

From this moment, Philip*s mind seems to have been 
fully made up. Though he might be obliged, from 
fínancial reasons, to temporise, though he might írom 
poUtical motiyes be induced to feign íriendship and profess 
regard, he was too unbending, too unforgiving, too un- 
scrupulouB, not to satisfj his wrath sooner or later. 

Of the persecution of the Protestants in the Provinces, 
though no doubt it was carried out to the letter of the 
edicts promulgated by the king^ I have occasion to say 
less, as it is not so much connected with the play, indeed, 
mentioned but once (compare scene between Egmont and his 
secretary ; Scene 2, Act II.). It needs oíily to repeat the 
statement made by Philip in a letter to the Regent Margaret, 

* Wherefore introduce the Spanish Inquisition ? That of 
the Netherlands is much more pitiless than that of Spain.' 

The opposition to the cardinal by the nobles gradually 
extended. Philip, in answer to their letters, invited Eg- 
mont to come to Spain, to confer with him in person — an 
expedient, as he himself wrote to the Duchess of Parma, 
to gain time. This invitation Egmont, upon the advice of 
the Prince of Orange and Count Hoom, declined ; and the 
three nobles, finding their endeavours to gain a íavour- 
able consideration for their moderate requests eluded and 
thwarted by the king, withdrew at last trom the council, 
begging the regent to excuse their non-attendance. Mar- 
garet, who herself was by no means a fríend of the cardinal,

whom she had reason to suspect of double-dealing, des- 
patched her priváté secretary, Thomas Armenteros, to 
Spain, to lay before his majesty the actual state of affidrs 
in the Netherlands, stating thai; it woaild be impoasible for 
her to continue the govemment, and that it might cause a 
revolt, were áhe to retain the cardinal in the Netherlands. 
Philip turnéd for counsel to the Duke of Alva, who advised 
him ' not to recall the cardinal, to administer ílatter j and 
deceitful caresses to Egmont, who would be more easily 
entrapped than the others.' 

Of the £simoti8 dinner-party given, in December 1563, 
by the treasurer-general, Caspar Schetz, and the attempt 
made by Egmont to tum intő ridicule the pompous display 
made by the cardinaPs retainers, by inventing a new Hvery 
wom by the domestics of all the great noble houses, con- 
sisting of doublet and hőse of the coarsest grey stuff, witii 
Uong hanging sleeves, having a monks cowl embroidered on 
them in silver, I shall have occasion to speak in the hi&- 
torical note in the text. The cardinal^s reign was all but 
over. Philip, after weighing maturely all the chances, had 
reluctantly given way, so far as to recommend to the car- 
dinal a temporary withdrawal from the Provinces. The 
regent, draM^n intő closer unión with the nobles, was re- 
joicing to be relieved of the presence of a man whom she 
had begun by liking very much and ended by hating 
bitterly, and of whom she was now sending most damaging 
statements to Philip, at the same time assuring the cardinal 
'that she loved him üke a brother.' The impopularity 
which his arrogance had called forth outiived his ihll ; 
more than a year aíler his departure from the Provinces, 
Berlaymont is reported to have said ' that the nobles hated 
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him now evén worse than before, and would eat him alive 
if they caught him.* 

* The remainder of the year,' says Mr. Motley, *after the re- 
tirement of the cardinal was one of anarchj, confiision, and 
corruption.' Yet there seemed a time when the growing 
danger might have been averted had Philip been inclined 
to clemencj. The persecution of the Protestante, however, 
was so truly devilish, the ingenuity of the tortures so ex- 
quisite, that the less courageous began to leave the country 
in numbers, and all agreed ^ that it was better to die at 
once than to live in perpetual slavery.' The king was by 
the inquisitors Tiletanus and De Bay informed of the 
advance of heresy, and he urged upon the regent the 
necessity of greater severity, and more stringent measures, 
although she herself had written to him pressing letters 
concerning a revision of the edicts. The king, however, 
was not to be moved'írom his purpose. His answer was a 
peremptory command to nse the utmost severity. The ex- 
citement grew in all quarters. Seditions placards were 
posted everywhere, calling upon the nobles to come for- 
ward and lead the people in a crusade against their hated 
oppressors. Meanwhile, the council, obedient to the behests 
of their master, prepared the proclamation ordering that 
the council of Trent, the edicts and Inquisition should 
be immediately published in every town and village, and 
once in bíx months for ever aílter. That decree was 
answered *by a howl of execration.' *Men high in 
authority sympathised with the generál indignation,' and 
the four principal cities of Brabant drew up a formai pro- 
test and denímciation against the violation of their an- 
cient charters. The result of their spirited stand was a

complete victory. Brabant was declared free of the Inqui- 
sition. Nevertheless, the agitation continued to increase. 
Publications, han^bills, placards, open letters were found 
daily and nightly in the stieets, and affixed to the churches 
and the principal houses in the Provinces, exhorting the 
patrióta to lise and strike the long>delayed blow, and though 
the marriage festivitiea of the unión of Prince Alexander of 
Parma, son of the regent, with Dona Maria of Portugál, sent 
a temporarj ray of joy and happiness over the scene, there 
was that in the air which foreboded the bursting of the vol- 
cano that lay smouldering and groaning under their feet. 

On the yery day this marriage was celebrated, Francis 
Június, a preacher of the Reformod church, was haranguing 
an assembly of nobles at the Culenburg Palace, among 
them probably those who not long aíter pledged themselves 
in the * Com/promise^ viz. Brederode, Mansfeld, and Count 
Louis of Nassau, a document which obtained signatures to 
the number of 2,000 and more within a few days. The 
language of the document was such that it could be signed 
by Catholics and Protestants alike. While it deplored the 
presence of strangera, who, by misguided zeal for the 
Catholic religion, led the king to yiolate the oatha which 
he had taken ; it also declared ' the Inqui sition to be ini> 
quitous, contrary to all lawa, humán and divine, surpassing 
the greatest barbarism which was ever practised by tyrants,' 
and botnd the signers by holy covenant and sacred oath 
to resist the Inquisition, and to ^ extirpate the thing in any 
form, as the mother of all iniquity and disorder.' ^ 



* It has been computed by the a point, that the Inqnisition and 
Frince of Orange, a man most the edicts had caused the death 
likely to be well infonned on such of no less than Ő0,000 peraons. 



INTRODUCTION. XVU 

The confederates, under the leadership of Count Brede- 
rode, asked permission of the regeut to present to her a 
solemn request to be forwarded by her to the king, and al- 
though Berlaymont and others of the council to whom this 
demand was referred were of opinion that the readiest means 
of stifling the rebellion would be to invite the confederates 
in a body to the palace, and cut them down to a man, the 
Prince of Orange and others insisted that a íriendly meet> 
ing and hearing ought to be accorded to gentlemen who 
were for the most part their own relatives and men of 
honour. It was finally decided to receive Count Brede- . 
rode's deputation on April 3, 1566. More than 300 gentle- 
men preceded Count Louis of Nasaau and Brederode intő 
the senate chamber, where the latter reád the covenant, 
íilled indeed with protestations of loyalty to his majesty, 
yet worded precisely enough to show that the continuation 
of the edicts and the Inquisition would lead to a generál 
rising. They concluded by imploring the regent to stay 
all íurther proceedings of the Inquisition until his majesty's 
pleasure should be known. 

The duchess, overcome with agitation and in tears, re- 
plied that the matter should receive the immediate attention 
of her council, and she would give them the answer then* 
decided upon. 

It was on this occasion that Berlaymont uttered the 
famous speech which gave a name to the party of malcon- 
tents. He exclaimed, * What, madám, you can be afraid of 
these beggars (gueux) ? ' The by-word was accepted by 
the confederates at a banquet given by their chiéf, who had 
a leatliem wallet, such ás was wom by professional beggars, 
and a wooden bowl brought to him, and putting the one 

a 2- 
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round his neck, he drank out of the other to tlie succesB of 
the * gueux.' A costume in harmony with the nume was 
alsó invented, consisting of coarse grey doublet and hőse, 
with short cloaks, slouched felt hats, and beggars pouches 
and bowls. 

Meanwhile, the council were busy in drawing up a 

* Moderation/ which after all substituted only another form 
of capital punishment for the stake, viz. the gibbet. No 
doubt this was a considerable boon. Ali the former edicts 
against the professors and teachers of the Protestant religion 
continued in force, or were re-enacted, so that the word 

* moderation ' was, except in the instance quoted above, a 
bittér sarcasm. 

That no one needed the proclamation that the Protestant 
movement grew stronger daily is not to be wondered at. 
The people, having trust in their leaders, no longer con- 
cealed their persuasion. They boldly met in the fields, in 
armed bands, and listened to the eloquent appeals oí their 
persecuted pastors ; nor to them alone, for religious ftiry 
had come upon the people. The blood of the martyrs had 
bome fruit. The tmeducated, the lowly, stood up and 
preached with tongues and words of íire, and called on the 
.multitudes to withstand their common enemy. Though 
prizes, tempting to many, might be put upon the heads of 
the preachers Francis Június, Ambrose WiUe, Hermán 
Stiycker, Péter Datenus, and others too numerous to 
mention, the measüre came too laté. The persecuted had 
in their tum become pursuers. The wave of Protestant 
fanaticism — the iconodastic fury — broke over the land, 
and, eweeping away the symbols of the dominant church, 
avenged years of persecution in the space of a few summer's 
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bights. * Pictutes, statues, organs, omaments, chalices of 
silver and gold, reliquaries, albs, chasubles, copes, cibories, 
crosses, chandeliers, lamps, censers, all of the riohest 
materials, glittering with pearls, rubies, and other precious 
stones, were scattered in heaps of ruin upon the ground/ 

In Antwerp, more than thirty churches were thus sacked 
in one night* In vain did the preachers of the Reformed 
íaiúí inveigh against the senseless destruction, in vain did the 
magistrates implore the people to desist from outrages that 
would be certain to be avenged in the blood of the innocent ; 
the rioters hoeded no one. The tocsin sounded, and they 
ruahed forth. Yet, to their honour be it said, no priest 
was murdered, no violence committed against individuals. 
Tbeft was rigorously punished by the rioters. Their object 
was to destroy, not to enrich themselves. 

The successive reports which reached the regent of the 
excesses committed made a deep impression upon her. 
Though one cannot lay cowardice to her charge, one 
cannot help thinking that she actually apprehended that 
the end of her government had come, and that she had 
better provide for her own safety, and withdraw from the 
town. The counsel of the nobles, however, prevailed upon 
her to stop and face the peril. On August 25, she signed 
an agreement with Louis of Nassau, allowing freedom of 
preaching and liberty of worship, abolishing the Inquisition, 
and granting an amnesty for pást events. 

The great nobles departed, each for his seat of govern- 
ment, and eamestly set about the diőicult task of bringing 
back peace and order : Egmont to Flanders, Orange to Ant- 
werp, and Count Hoom to Tournay — Orange alone with 
seeret misgivings as to the sincerity of the promises made. 
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He felt that they were hoUow, tliat preparations were being' 
niade for coercive measures, and resented especiallj tbe 
insult which had been offered to him hy the regen t' a 
order to the Duke of Brunswick to occupy certain fortified 
towns in his province. He therefore tried several times to 
induce Counts Egmont and Hoom to prepare in return to 
meet all sudden exigencies. With Egmont he íailed. The 
reasons are not &x to seek. Egmont's sympathies were 
with the Catholics ; he himself was, if not a zealous, yet a 
warm adherent of the church. He alsó had no sympathy 
with the people at large. He was traditionally popular 
with them, not from any positive good that he had done 
for them. He was a staunch friend of the king — 
thoroughly loyal, evén when opposing him — and if any 
disloyal thought ever crossed his mind, he quickly cast it 
aside from prudential motives. He had a large &mily ; 
all his possessions were in the power of the king. On his 
side, he was a poweríul noble; against him, but a poor 
unit in an army of poor malcontents. 

With Count Hoom, Orange succeeded better, because the 
count had his own special grievances against the emperor, 
against Philip, against the duchess, * of whom he bluntly 
said, that he would no longer treat with ladies upon matteii? 
concerning a'man's honour ; ' but although he might sepa- 
rate him from the govemment, he could not prevail upon 
him to meet actively the coming storm. He was, therefore, 
to a certain extent, paralysed, yet keeping an ever watchftd 
eye on all movements of the king, evén controlling the 
secret coiTespondence by means of his numerous spies. 

The govemment, meanwhile, pressed vigorously the 
siege of Valenciennes, and the cruelties perpetrated by the 
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infuriated bigoted soldiery against the unhappy peasantry 
öhadowed forth faintly what was impending over the 
doomed city, who had cálled upon the confederates for 
help, and evén addressed a letter to the knights of the 
Golden Fleece, in the vain hope of rousing sympathy in 
their hearts by a recitál of their suőerings. Brederode, 
indeed, attempted a diversion by peremptorily calling upon 
the regent to disband the forces which had been collected, 
and to iiphold in good &ith the ' August ' treaty. He 
xeceived a contemptuous reply, added to the hint that he 
had better go back to his home and rest in peace, lest the 
regent shonld be tempted to make an example of him. 
The troops, amounting to 3,000, which had been collécted 
by Mamix of Tholouse, brother of St. Aldegonde, at 
Ostrawell, were cut down to a man by the commander of 
the regent's body-guard, Philip de Lannoy, assisted by 
400 Walloons, supplied by Egmont. 

Happening as it did within sight of Antwerp, this event 
roused the anger of the Calvinistic section ; and but for the 
bold decisive action of the Prince of Orange, who managed 
to hold them in cheqk by the attitűdé of the Lutherans and 
Catholics, the town would have been a prey to civil war. 
Valenciennes, summoned to surrender by Egmont and 
Aerschot, still held out, preferring rather to imdergo the 
very worst than accept the terms proposcd by the govern- 
ment. Noircarmes, following the advice of Egmont, bom- 
barded the * White Tower,' and the city surrendered, after 
the fírst day^s cannonade, on condition that the lives of the 
inhabitants should be spared, and no sack be permitted. 
Notwithstanding this promise, many hundreds of the prin- 
cipal citizens were beheaded, and ^for two whole years 
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there passed hardly a week in which several were not 
executed 1 ' 

The success of the royal armies elated the govemment 
80 much that the regent imposed a new oath upon all in 
high stations, civil and military, as well as the knights of 
the Golden Fleece, * to yield unqualified obedience to all 
the commands of the king.' Brederode angrily remised. 
Orange declined politely, stating that he had been true to 
his old oaths, and there was therefore no need to take a 
new one. Manafeld, Egmont, Aerschot, Berlaymont, took it 
at once. Hoogstraten, Count Louis of Nassau, Gnlenburg, 
Berg, joined Orange. 

The memorable interview between Orange and Egmont 
altered nothing in their mutual position as regards the oath. 
Egmont steadfastly remained loyal, ^ speaking with con- 
üdence of the royal clemency/ 

The confederacy was entirely broken np; the leaders 
were either in exile, in prison, or dead, and when Orange 
departed for Germany, * the country was absolutely helpless, 
the popnlar heart cold with apprehension. All persons 
implicated in the laté troubles or suspected of heresy fled 
from their homes.' 

The mere rumour of what tumed out to be a sad truth 
made the Protestants fly from the Netherlands ; the tran- 
qnillity so much desired by Philip had at last come ; no 
preaching of schismatic fanatics, armed to the teeth, could 
be heard ; the Catholic Church was everywhere triumphant, 
and needed no longer the strong arm of the Spanish soldiery 
to piotect it from insult and harm. The pontifiT, however, 
who was not aware of the íact, had sent a special envoy to 
Philip, to rate him for the remissness he had shown, and 
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the lack of energy displayed in his dealings with the Pro- 
testant heresj; added to this rebuke, there was in the 
coiincil one who urged the monarch to persevere with his 
chastisement, in the hope of being himself selected as in- 
strument. The Duke of Alva, nimours of whose coming 
had long preceded his appointment, was at length com- 
manded bj Philip to lead a select army intő the Provinces. 
No one could be fítter for that task. Of the march and the 
army I have spoken elsewhere. 

Margaret was deeply mortified when the news of the 
coming appointment of the diíke reached her. She be- 
sought his majesty to think twice before he sent another 
Spanish army intő the Provinces, which she had succeeded 
in qnieting. Philip alsó, in his letter to the princess, is 
very careíiil not to let her see the full extent of his plans, 
especially as he had just then heard firom her that ^the 
name of Alva was so odions in the Netherlands that it was 
enongh to make the whole Spanish nation detested.' She 
received the dnke in a manner which must have shown 
him how cordially she disliked him. Of this, however, he 
took no notice. He had no object in openly quarrelling 
with her. Besides, the instructions of his royal master 
would, he felt sure, sooner or later relieve him of the 
necessity of further interviews. 

Already many of the nobles had left the palace, and come 
over to the Culenburg mansion to pay their respeots to the 
new rising star, who ' strove by brilliant amusements and 
festivities to dissipate the gloom ' which had iallen upon 

« 

BruBsels when the news of his approach had spread. He 
followed in all these proceedings the dictates of Philip, 
with whom he had previously concerted the plán for action. 
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Counts Egmont and Hoom were taken príaoners on 
September 9, at a meeting of the council of state in tbe 
Gulenburg palace. Previous to their arrest, Egmont*s 
secretaiy, Backerzele, and Van Stralen, the burgomaster of 
Antwerp, an intimate friend of the Prince of Orange, had 
been seciured. 

The prisoners were subsequently removed to Ghent, as 
the safest of the strongholds in the Provinces. A new 
tribunal, with extraordinary powers, was installed to in- 
vestigate the causes of the laté outbreak. It was compoaed 
of twelve judges, ' les plus saván ts, les plus intégres du 
pajs et de la meilleure vie.' Amongst them, conspicuous 
for the vile subserviency with which they obeyed the secret 
dictates of their chief, must be mentionod Jüan de Yargas, 
Del Rio, and Hessels, besides Berlaymont and Noircarmes. 

Of the illegality of all proceedings in this court, caUed 
intő existence by the bare wish of the Duke of Alva, with- 
out warrant from the sovereign, against all usage and privi- 
leges of the Provinces, it is needless to say much. The 
trial of the Coimts Egmont and Hoom was most deliberate, 
if not dilatory . Backerzele, Egmont's secretary, had been 
put to the torture several timcs, but not evén the rack had 
been able to extract from his lips what might have been 
construed intő an admission of guilt. Personal interroga- 
tories were then resorted to, and laid the foundation for 
the accusation, drawn up by Du Bois. In it Egmont was 
charged with having conspired with others, William of 
Orange notably, to shake off the Spanish rule and divide the 
government among themselves. He was further accused 
of having encouraged the schismatics. Of heresy he could 
not have been accused by the most exacting of priests ; it 
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was, however, laid to his charge that he regarded the holy 
Inquisition with contempt and detestation. The charges 
against Count Hoom were similar; both gentlemen admitted 
certain íacts, and denied the rest. ' Such/ continues Mr. 
Motley, ' were the leading features in these memorable cases 
of what was called high treason. Trial there was nőne. The 
tribiinal was incompetent ; the prisoners were without advo- 
cates; the govemment evidence concealed; the testimon j for 
the defence was excluded ; and the canse was íinally decided 
beíbre a thousandth part of its meríts could have been 
placed under the eyes of the judge who gave the sentence.' 
The king's signature to the death-warrant had come over 
with Alva. The prisoners were, on June 3, 1568, bronght 
back &om Ghent to Brussels, and on the following day, 
* Alva declared before God and the world that he had 
examined the documents,' and pronounced their doom. 
At the same time, he sent for the Bishop of Ypres, and 
commanded hím to communicate the sentence to the 
prisoners, and prepare them for death. The task was a 
painfíil one. The bishop vainly besought Alva to spare 
the lives of the two nobles until the king*s pleasure was 
known, and at last about midnight was ushered intő 
Egmont*s room, whom he found &st asleep. He boré the 
news calmly ; aíler ascertaining the fact that the sentence 
was irrevocable, he wrote to the king, testifying his loyalty, 
and beseeching his majesty to care for his sorrowing widow 
and children. 

During the night the preparations for the execution had 
been made in the great square, where Egmont, ' in happier 
days, had oilen bome away the prize of skill or valour, the 
cynoBure of every eye, and hence, almost in the noon of 
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life, iilustrated by many brilliant actions, he was to be sent, 
by the hand of tyranny, to his great account.' 

At eleven o'clock Julián Romero arrived at the Brood- 
huis; where Egmont and Hoorn were confíned, and con- 
ducted the former to the scaőbld. Egmont's bearing was 
noble. He chanted on his way the íifby-fírst Psalm ; ar- 
rived on the scaűbld, he eaid the Lord^s Prayer aloud, and 
requested the bishop to repeat it three times. He then 
kissed the silver crucifilc, knelt doWn, földed his hands, and 
cried, * Lord, intő Thy hands I commend my spirit.' The 
head feli at a single blow. Ck>unt Hoorn was executed im- 
mediately afterwards. 

ThÍ8 is the brief outline of the historical portion of the 
play. I have followed Motley's and Prescott's accounts, 
as well as Gachard^s and Schiller^s narratives. The 
play itself was written in the years 1775-77, foUowing 

* Götz von Berlichingen/ which was written in 1772, and 

* Werther,* written the year after. 

I have retained the originál text, preferring it to Schillex's 
arrangement. The historical allusions will be foiind ex- 
plained in the foot-notes. Of the touching character of 
Clárchen, I will remark merely that she is not altogether a 
creation of the poet's fancy ; her reál name was Joan Lavü, 
and the shock snstained by her at the sight of her lover^s 
execution broke her heart. 

It is impoBsible to conclude this introduction without 
ample reference to William of Nassau, Prince of Orange. 
The ancestors of this powerfiil noble— -the elder branch of 
whose house had ascended the imperial throne in the 
thirteenth centuiy, in the person of Adolf of Nassau — 
had begun to exercise sovereignty in the Netherlanda 
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four centnries before the advent of the house of Bur- 
gundy. That overshadowing family afterwards numbered 
the Netherland Nassaus amongst its most staunch and 
powerftil adherents. Engelbert II., a distinguished generál 
and counsellor of Charles the Bold, supported Maximilián 
with equal fidelity. He was succeeded by his brother 
John, whose two sons, Henry and William, divided their 
vast patrimony ; William, taking the Germán estates, be- 
came Protestant, and introduced the Reformation intő his 
dominions. Henry, the elder, received the femily titles 
and poBsessions in .Luxemburg, Brabant, Flanders, and 
Holland, and distinguished himself greatly in the service 
of the Burgundo-Austrian house. He was the con- 
fidential friend of Charles V. In 1515, he married the 
sister of Philibert of Orange, Claudia, and his son, 
Réné de Nassau-Chalons, succeeded Philibert. At the 
death of this prince (1544, in the trenches of St. Dizier), 
all the titles and estates went to his cousin-german, William 
of Nassau, son of his father's brother William, wlio thus 
at the age of eleven became William IX. of Orange. He 
was especially fortunate to have the care of a most exem- 
plary and pious mother, Juliana of Stolberg, and much of 
the high-mindedness and uprightness of character so emi- 
nently evinced by the son is directly ascribable to her 
influence. At an early age, he was sent intő the emperor's 
family as page, and Charles V., a keen judge of humán 
nature, at once recognised the more than common abilities 
of the boy, whom at the early agfe of fíileen he treated more 
as a íriend than a subject. He was present at all councils, 
and he acquired in consequence a more than ordinary in- 
sight intő public affairs, a precocious development of unusual 
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talents. At the age of twenty-one, be was appointed general- 
in-chief of the army on the Frencb fróntier, a post desired 
by many distinguisbed soldiers — among tbem bj Count 
Egmont — and tbe result justified tbe emperor's cboice. It 
was be on wbose sboiilders tbe emperor leaned, October 
25, 1555, in tbe cbapter-room of tbe Golden Fleece, in 
Brussels, at tbe solemn occasion of tbe abdication, and be 
wbo boré tbe imperial insignia to Ferdinánd at Angsbnrg ; 
but among tbe great trinmpbs of bis early years — be was 
barely of age — must be reckoned tbe treaty of Cateau 
Cambresis, signed April 1559, concluded witb Francé. 

No less great was tbe diplomatic skill wbicb be evinced 
wben tbe King of Francé, after tbe conclusion of tbe treaty, 
made known to bim tbe sebemé förmed by tbe two 
monarcbs, Pbilip and Henry, for tbe suppression of Pro- 
testantism. A permission, granted bim soon after tbis 
memorable interview, to visit tbe Netberlands, gave bim 
tbe opportmiity, so mucb desired by bim, to agitate at 
once for tbe removal of tbe Spanisb regiments, on wbose 
belp botb monarcbs counted as tbe readiest means in tbeir 
projected massacre, and to tbe command of wbicb EgmoDt 
and bimself were subsequently appointed. Yet it would be 
a perversion of bistorical trutb to suppose tbat be was 
at tbis time, 1559, tbe distinguisbed cbampion of Pro- 
testantism wbicb we find bim in later years. He was still 
a Homan Catbolic, tbougb not one professing undue zeal, 
occupying bimself ratber witb tbe political than tbe religious 
aspect of tbe position of afíairs in bis country, and it is 
not overstating tbe fact wben we conclude tbat bis eventual 
conversion was due to tbe gradual development of Pro- 
testant ideas, added to tbe political exigencies of tbe 
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time, and most of all to his unión with the Protestant 
Princess Anne of Saxony, With William of Orange, an 
unwillingness to sérve as instrument in the hands of 
the Spanish monarch was the resiilt rather of chivalrous 
high-toned motives than a strong religious conyiction. 
He was in his youth too fond of pleasures, disposed 
for a luxurious, easy, pleasant life. His household was 
on a princeJy scale; he had twenty-four noblemen and 
eighteen pages of gentle birth continually with him ; he 
kept open house, and his tables were daily filled with 
numbers of welcome guests. That such a mode of 
living entailed an expenditure &r beyond his means 
cannot be doubted, and although he had foUowed the 
traditions of his house in manying, 1551, the richest 
heiress in the Netherlands, Anne of Egmont, who died as 
early as 1558, yet we find that his debts amounted to very 
nearly a millión florins. 

After his marriage with the Princess Anne of Saxony, 
his religious views changed considerably. * Sincerely and 
deliberately a convert to the Reformed church, he was ready 
to extend íreedom of worship to Catholics and Anabaptists 
alike.* He was as fírm as pious ; self-denjing and lavish 
of his resources for others. 

As a military commander he was famous ; esteemed by 
many evén Alva's equal. He ranks, if possible, higher as 
a politician. From the very outset in his political career, 
he exercised a rare prudence and caution, disceming the 
machinations of his enemies before they had evén matured 
their own plans. He possessed no mean share of eloquence, 
and exercised a powerfol sway over his hearers. Added 
to this, he had a memory that neither ' forgót an event 
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nor a face.' It is not the place here to enter intő a disqui- 
sition of the yarious estimates that have been förmed of his 
character. Party feeling will often reproduce aspersáons 
that are difiicult to prove or disprove. For our purposes 
the above delineation of his character will suffice to under- 
stand the scene in the text (Act II. Scene 3). For 
ampler information and a more detailed account, the 
reader is referred to the volumes of Prescott, Motley, and 
Gachard.
